W ashington then was

a s a m eans af facilitating the nego­ 
tiations the president suggested that 
the conference be held at The Hague, 
the seat of the International arbitre 
don tribunal and the location of the 
first

Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia. 
He indicated that 
for 
both practical and 
sentimental 
reasons. The Hague would be a most 
desirable 
place of 
meeting for 
the 
plenipotootarie®. 
Further 
considera­ 
tion of the subject developed the pra 
Heftily unalterable objection of Japan 
to any European capital ae a seat far 
the conference. 
She objected particu­ 
larly to The Hague, believing that it 
was too far within the sphere of Rus­ 
sia* influence; and tor a similar rea­ 
son sha declined favorably to consider 
Kenova. 
Until 
Thursday, 
however, 
Japan’s frreooocilablo opposition to 
the selection at any European capital 
was net known definitely. 
At a con­ 
fe re e s vtfiioi* Kogoro Takahira, the 
japanese m inuter, had with Ureaklont 
Roosevelt Thursday he conveyed to

Japanese govern­ 
ment's final refusal to ocmsent to the 
holding of the eon fere ne* la HXirof>*. 


Jap M in u te r and Roosevelt Confer. 
M inister Takahtra reached the ex­ 
ecutive office* at 10:45 a. rn. and re­ 
mained in confer en te far an hour and 
twenty-five minutes. 
The cooforenee 
woo not prearranged, but the signifi­ 
cance o# the ad rices which Minister 
Takahira bore from his government 
Iud’.joed tiro president to deny himself 
to all cal lore anti I tho conclusion of 
the conference. 
An ho l*ft the White 
House, the Japanese m inister declined 
to disciiss the situation 
in any way 
ax© ©vt to iud h ate 
that the negotia­ 
tions were preceeding favorably. 
He 
added that negotiations of this charac­ 
ter constituted “a Long journey.” 
The refusal ai Japan to agree ta the 
holding of tho conference in Europe 
was communicated by President Roose­ 
velt to the Russian ambassador and 
likewise 
cabled to St. 
Petersburg. 
.V'hile the president did not act in the 
capacity of arbiter 
between Russia 
and Japan, he was in position, after 
the conference with Minister Taka­ 
hira and his 
communication to Am­ 
bassador Cassini formally to announce 
the selection of Washington 
as the 
feet of the conference.

Shortly before 3 p. rn. Ambassador 
Cassini called at the W hite House by 
appointment and was received by the 
president in the blue room. 
The presi­ 
dent explained to the ambassador the 
nature of his interview’ with Minister 
Takahira and 
conveyed to him 
the 
personal assurance that the American 
government would do all In its power, 
which it properly might do to afford 
the plenipotentaries of the two gov­ 
ernments comfortable and convenient 
facilities for the transaction of their 
supremely 
important 
duties. 
Other 
details of tile conference, which Lasted 
half an hour, were withheld. 
In view’ of the selection of the seat 
of the conference, it is expected that 
within a few days at mast Russia aud 
Japan 
will announce 
formally 
the 
names of their respective plenipoten­ 
taries. 
It is deemed likely also that, 
coincidentally with the announcement 
of the plenipotentaries an agreement 
will be reached as to the time of hold­ 
ing 
the conference, which 
it seems 
quite likely will not assemble formal- 
before five middle of August or the 
first of September. 
Prior to the formal assembling of 
the conference it is probable, if prece­ 
dent be followed, that a peace protocol 
will tje negotiated. 
The 
making of 
the protocol will take place before the 
declaration of a formal armistice. The 
protocol probably will be drafted and 
signed in Washington. 


The President Ie Gratified. 


President Roosevelt is gratified that 
the arrangem ents of 44 preliminary na­ 
ture have been com {noted without un­ 
due 
friction. 
He would have 
pre­ 
ferred that the conference be held at 
The Hague, although the selection of 
W ashington is naturally compliment­ 
ary to him personally and to the Am­ 
erican government. 
It is not expect­ 
ed that the selection 
of Washington, 
will interfere materially with the sum­ 
mer 
plans 
of 
the 
president. 
Tho 
United States will provide a plat* for 
their meeting 
and it will 
be unin- 
fhvetoed by this government. After re­ 
ceiving pleoipotentories informally it 
Is probable the president will return to 
Oyster Bay. 
It is understood the Japanese gov­ 
ernm ent will not make known prior 
to the assembling of the plerti pot en to­ 
rtes the terms on which aho will be 
willing to conclude peace. 
The Japa­ 
nese emperor is known to desire that 
wtten peace is concluded It shall be 
coupled with reasonable assurances of 
Its permanency. 
Among well informed diplomatists 
ti ie regarded that Japan's terms, on©© 
thecr are stated, will be regarded by 
the world as reasonable and likely to 
be accepted by Russia. 
M inister Tak&hire 
cod ted again at 
the 
W hite 
House 
shortly after 
9 
o'clock p. rn. and remained with the 
president until IO o'clock. 
The min­ 
ister own© at the request of the presi­ 
dent, who communicated to him Rus­ 
sia’s formal a c c e p ta n t of tho selec­ 
tion of Washington as tho seen# for 
the negotiations. 
No 
details of tho 
conference can be obtained, but it is 
understood that tho questions of date 
and of the plenipotentaries w’ere un­ 
der discussion. 
Japan has indicated 
that she will select two plenipotenta­ 
ries and will be ready to name a third 
it 
that 
number 
is 
preferred. 
Al­ 
though 
the president hoe 
been ad­ 
vised that Marquis Ito and Baron K o 
mum and Marshal Yamagata are the 
throe distinguished persons under con­ 
sideration, 
the 
official 
nominations 
have not yet boon communicated to 
him. 


Fourth Peace Conf erence .— 
The 
president’s 
fourth and 
last 
peace conference was with Sir Morti­ 
mer Durand, the British ambassador, 
who reached the W hite House about 
ID o’clock and remained with tho presi­ 
dent until after l l o’clock. 
The ne­ 
gotiations were the mala subject dis 
cussed 
by 
the president 
with 
the 
British ambassador. The conversation, 
however, touched upon Morocco and a 
number of other pending questions. 
Delirious as is tho British govern 
meet for peace, the time has not yet 
come when ae tho e’.ly of Japan she 
can even go to the extent of counsel­ 
ling moderation. 
Indeed, this counsel 
ha* not yet !>eeu offered because Loci 
don ’•shares the belief of W ashington 
that Japanese term s will fee entirely 
reaeonabln, 
Japan, while 
refraining 
from givim; these1 terms, has afrown 
by Aer gedferol attitude that she is in­ 
clined to be moderate, although by no 
means weak or relenting tm her condi­ 
tion* 
What gives the officials here 
hop* ie tho frank 
expression (rf tho 
Japanese that it is not their wish to 
crush Russia ss a nation. 
(Hico the 
war is over Japan will turn her face 
first toward interna* development and 
a restoration of financial and Industrial
